BOTH HOUSES, 
A BILL PASSED ey CONGRESS IN ONE 


Special Disvatch to [he Chicago Tribune 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 23.—Cungress 
was charitable today. Beth Houses prompt- 
ly acted upon and passed an appropriation of 
$100,000 for the relief of those rendered des- 
titute by the recent overflows in the Missis- 
sippl Valley. This shows that where there's 
a will, there’s a way. This legislation was 
an illustration ot the vast amount of time 
squandered in delay. The Senate made 
some progress under the Anthony rule in 
disposing of the cases on its calendar. 
PASSAGE IN THE SENATB OF THE BIEL RE- 
TUBING GEN. GRANT. 

Gen. Logan then called up the bill 
the retired list, 
and Mr. Bayard ly advocated his 
plan of giving K the ex-Presidents 
a pension of 912.809 ‘apnam. Gov. 
Brown, of Clete. long speech, in 
Union demon- 

ti. The Gov- 
ernor accepted the results of the War, and 
renewed his allegiance to the Union. Had 
the South been successful, he would have 
advocated pevsioning Lee and Johnston, and 
he was now in favor of pensioning Grant. 
The qualifications of the speech were the 
saime as in his speech of last year. Senator 
Jones, of Florida, briefly, yet eloquently, ad- 
vocated the passage of the bill. 4 

SENATOR JONAS, OF LOUISIANA, 
the. most indurated of Bourbons, gave the 
reason why he should vote against the bill. 
He was not disposed to obey Northern senti- 
ment, or to adopt Northern ideas. He aid 
not desire to detract from the military repu- 
tation of Gen. Grant, but he could not forget 
that, while President of the United States, 
Gen. Grant had trodden upon the liberties of 
Louisiana. Mr. Jonas is a caipet-bagger in 
Louisiana from IIlinois, and is perhaps more 
hostile to Northern sentiment than any man 
in the South. Senator Bayard, in his letter 
to the Buston Democratic Club, stated that 
no Democrat ever invited discussion in 
the Senate. He certainly forgot his 
right-hand neighbor, Mr. Jonas, who seldom 
speaks of the North or of the success of the 
Union cause in terms that can be character- 
ized in any other manner than as sectional. 
SENATOR BUTLER 
introduced but withdrew an amendment to 
the awendment of Mr. Bayard making it ap- 
plicable to the widows of deceased Presi- 
dents. Senator Hoar said that he surren- 
dered his judgment as a concession to the 
worth of Gen. Grant, and should vote for the 
bill, not to reward Gen. Grant as a politician, 
but pay a tribute to his military re- 
no Mr. Hoar did not soften any 
of the terms of that terrible phillipic upon 
the second term of Grant’s Administration, 
which Sehator Vest quoted from his speech 
the other day as one of the passages de- 
nouncing corruption in high station, that 
will live while the English language en- 
dures; nor did be allude to it. Although 
the implacable political opponent of Gen. 
Grant, be voted for the bill, as stated, out of 
a high appreciation of his military merits. 
A vote was taken on Bayard’s amendment, 
which was lost by a vote of 5 yeas against 51 
nays. 
SENATOR SHERMAN 
offered an amendment providing that the re- 
tirement of Gen. Grant shal, be in addition 
to the number allowed by law. ‘This will 
make the bill much more acceptable to the 
candidates for retirement on the army list. 
The bill was then passed by a vote of 55 ayes 
against 17 nays, Brown, of Georgia, Call, of 
Florida, Davis, of Illinois, Davis, of West 
Virginia, Jones, of Florida, and Ransom, of 
North Carolina, all Democrats, voted aye, 
and no Republican voted no. There was a 
contest over what shall be taken up tomor- 
row, terminated by the announcement of 
Mr. Allison that he shail call up an appro- 
priation bill. 
AN ITEMIZED ACCOUNT OF THE EFFECTIVE 
DAY’S WORK OF THE SENATE. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 23.—Mr. Harris 
presented a memorial and report of the Mem- 
phis Cotton Exchange upon the danger to 
the riverfront of Mémphis from the encroach- 
ments of the Mississippi. 

Mr. George introduced a joint resolution 
authorizing the Secretary of War to issue ra- 
tions for the relief of the laboring classes in 
the district overflowed by the Mississippi 
River.

annual Presidential salary, but this not to 
be paid in case of a second Presidential term. 

Mr. Bayard’s amendment was rejected 
ayes, 5; noes, 51. 

An amendwent by Mr. Sherman prevailed 
without discussion, making the proposed re- 
tirement additional to the number author- 
ized by law.

The bill authorizes the President, in recog- 
nition of the eminent public services of U. S. 
Grant, late General of the Army, to nowi- 
nate, and, by and with the consent of the 
Senate, to appoint him to the army, with the 
rank of General, to be placed on the retired 
list with pay accordingly. 

MR. GEORGE 
introduced a bill to reduce the duties on 
wrought iron, railroad chains, wrought-iron 
bars, and bars for railways, railroad bars or 
rails made in whole or in part of steel, and 
locomotive tires, to seven-sixteenths of 1 per 
t per pound. 

Mr. Logan reported back from the Military 
Committee a joint resolution introduced 
earlier in the day by Mr. George to provide 
relief on account of the overflow of the Mis- 
sissippi, with an amendment in the nature 
of a substitute, and asked immediate consid- 
eration.

WORK ON THE APPROPRIATION FOR THE 
MAILS IN THE HOUSE UF BREPRESENTA- 
TIVES. 

Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribuné 
Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 23.—The House 
devoted the whole day to the further consid- 


eration of the Post-Office Appropriation bill, 
but made rather slow progress, and the bill 
will probably not be passed before Saturdhy 
night. A number of buncombe amendments 
were proposed, and, aftera long discussion, 
two of them were adopted. Bland, of Mis- 
souri, offered an amendment providing that 
it shalt be unlawful for any star-route con- 
tractor to sublet his contract at a lower rate 
than he himself receives from the Govern- 
ment. This amendment was ruled out ona 
point made by Robinson, of . Massa- 
chusetts—a point which, if it 
been made and insisted on in the last Con- 
gress, would have saved many weary hours 
of fruitless discussion. The House then 
proceeded to the discussion of 
HOLMAN’S AMENDMENT 
to the star-route item. This amendment 
provides, in substance, that hereafter, if a 
contractor shall sublet his contract at a 
lower rate than the amount which he & to 
receive from the Government, the Postmas- 
ter-General may declare the contract an- 
nulled, and may make a contract with the 
sub-contractor, without advertisement, at 
the rate which he is receiving from the 
contractor. In other words, it is simply 
a provision attempting to abolish 
the subletting of star-route contracts. Llis- 
cock made a strong speech in opposition to 
the amendment. Under the existing law, 
when a contract is annulled, the contractor 
is entitled to receive one month's pay, and 
Hiscock claimed that this would amount to 
more than any fanciful saving to be effected 
by a change of plan. Moreover, he said that, 
should this amendment be adopted, 
THE CONTRACTORS WOULD IMMEDIATELY 
SEND OUT 
and enter into sub-contracts at the same rate 
which they received from the Government, 
and that by simply doing this they wquid 
escape from the operation of the amendment. 
In other words, the amendment would not 
accomplish the object sougnt, Hiscock also 
asseried that to abolish the present system 
would result in compelling the Government 
to pay from $1,600,000 to $2,000,000 a year 
more than it now pays for carrying the mails 
on the star routes, and he had read a letter 
from Postmaster-General Howe saying that 
in all the bids for star-route contracts those 
submitted by the local bidders averaged 20 
per cent more for the same routes than 
those submitted by the so-called 
„professional bidders.“ and that 
about 88 per cent of the contracts 
nuw awarded are obtained by professional 
bidders, and subject to the véry men, in most 
cases, who have submitted proposals higher 
than those upon which the contracts were 
let, and who are now doing the work at a 
percentage below the sums paid to the pro- 
fessivnal bidders.“ 
MR. PAGE, OF CALIFORNIA, 
in an “aside” loud enough to be heard in 
the gallery, exclaimed: “Howe doesn't 
know what he is talking about!” To meet 
Mr. Hiscock’s objection that the cancellation 
of the contract would entitle the contractor 
toa month's extra pay, Vance, of North 
Carolina, offered an amendment which pro- 
vided that in all contracts cancelled under 
this provisien the contractor would not be 
entitled to the month’s extra pay. :

Cer- 
tainly the ignorance of the present law and 
the regulations governing the issue of star- 
route contracts and the performance of star- 
route service wus greater than one would 
have believed. The whole matter of trying 
to reform what may perhaps be an abuse by 
a crude amendment to a general appropria- 
tion bill was fully exposed by Hiscock, Can- 
non, and others who opposed it. 

NEVERTHELESS, IT WAS ADOPTED 
by the Committee of the Whole, and may 
eventually pass the House. Among those 
who voted for it were Washburn, Dunnell, 
and Straight, of Minnesota, Page, of Call- 
fornia, Dawes, of Onio, and eight or ten 
inure Republicans. Seven or eight Demo- 
crats voted against it. When the item was 
reached providing for the appropriation for 
the railway postal clerks and route agents, 
Williams, of Wisconsin, offered an amend- 
ment providing that it should be increased 
by $150,000. He made a very impassioned 
speech in favor of his amendment—a speech 
which drew to its supporta number of Re- 
publicans whose

Department. Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, 
supported Williams’ amendment. In the 
course of his remarks he said that he dis- 
liked “this word economy.“ He had got 
tired of it. There is no doubt that Mr. Dun- 
nell teld the truth. He got tired of that 
word “economy eight or ten years ago, 
WHEN HE VOTED ron THE SALARY-GRAB, 
and he has disliked the word ever since. 
Public sentiment compelled him to re- 
turn his share of the grab to 
the Treasury of the United States. Of 
course, there is. some reason in the 
complaints made in behalf of the post-office 
clerks, and route-agents, and méssengers 
that their services are arduous and @eir pay 
small. It is assefted, however, that the pay 
received by those employés is equal to the 
compensation paid by railroad companies to

TWENTY-TWO MILLION DOLLARS ASKED FOR 
BY THE BUILDINGS COMMITTEE FOR FED- 
ERAL STRUCTURES. 

The House Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds has lately been subjected to 
considerable criticism on account of the 
number of reports made by it to the House 
in favor of the construction of new build- 
ings in various parts of the country. In al- 
most every case where it has brought in a 
bill for a publie building in place of a simi- 
lar bill which failed in the last Congress, the 
limit of the appropriation has been reduced 
below the amount recommended by the com- 
mittee l year. The following table shows 
the number of bills reported by the commit- 
tee thus far at this session:

The Committee on Public Buildings in the 
Forty-sixth Congress reported favorably 
upon bills for public buildings in all the 
cities above mentioned except Macon, Ga., 
Shreveport, La., Hannibal, Mo., Erie, Pa., 
Williamsport, Pa., Scranton, Pa., and San 
Antonia, Tex. Those bills all died on the 
calendar, as also did bills for the construc- 
tion of Public Buildings at San Fran- 
cisco, Key West, Fla. Jacksonville, Fla. 
New Albany, Ind., Maysville, Ky., Detroit, 
Mich., Brownsville, Tex., and Clarksburg, 
Va. Bills for ali these cities have been in- 
troduced at this session and referred to the 
Committee on Public Buildings. Besides, 
MANY NEW BILLS 
have been offered, so that the total number 
reported and unreported is ninety-five. These 
bills call for an aggregate appropriation this 
year of nearly $11,000,000, and look to an ul- 
timate expenditure of about twice that sum. 
In all the bills reported by the committee 
thus far,the amounts fixed as the limit of ex- 
penditure have been greatly reduced from 
the sums named in the original bills—in 
some cases as much as three-fourths, and 
others two-thirds, and some only one-half. 
HOOP-IRON IN THE WAYS AND MEANS. 
The visit delegation of Youngstown 
and Pittsbur oop-iron manufacturers are 
in a rather disconsolate frame of mind. 
They went before the Committee of Ways 
and Means today, and received a decided set- 
back from Judge Kelley. He has, on several 
occasions, frankly told the delegation they 
could not secure the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill, or its consideration by the House, 
until after the Tariff-Commission bill is dis- 
posed of. This morning they came before 
the committee again with their demand for 
prompt action on the McKinley bill. Judge 
Kelley informed them it was evident they 
had no confidence in his statements, and he 
refused to hold any more conversation with 
them on the subject. The delegation will 
prepare a separate bill, fixing the duty on 
cotton-ties and barrel-hoops at one and three- 
fourths cents per pound, and submit it to the 
Ways and Means Committee next Tuesday. 
At a meeting of certain representatives of 
the manufacturing interests of Pittsburg 
the McKinley bill was considered and hearti- 
ly opposed. The members of the sub-com- 
mittee of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means were present, and it was informally 
agreed that the bill should not be pressed at 
present. In the meantime its opponents will 


seek to secure the aid of kindred interests, 


such as the woolen and knit goods trade, to 
Oppose its passage.

AGREEMENT OF THE NAVAL COMMITTEE 
UPON A BILL FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF 
A NAVY. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs 
this morning agreed upon a bill to provide 
for the construction of a navy. The bill 
makes provision for the building of two 
cruising war vessels of steel, of not less than 
5,500 tons nor more than 6,000 tons’ displace- 
ment, of full sail and steam power. They 
must be capable of making not less than 
fifteen knots per hour at sea, or seventeen 
and a half knots ou a measured 
mile. They wili be armed with four 
eight-inch breech-loading rifles and 
twenty-bne six-inch breech-loading rifles. 
If larger guns should be used, the 
number of smaller ones will be reduced in 
proportion. There is also to be constructed 
one steel ram of 2,000 tons’ displacement, 
having an average sea-speed of thirteen knots 
per hour; four steel cruising torpedo-boats 
capable of making twenty-one knots per 
hour; and four steel harbor boats, capable of 
running seventeen knots per hour. The 
total cost of all these vessels is not to exceed 
$10,000,000, 

THE HOUSE COMMITTEE ON PATENTS 
agreed today to report favorably to the 
House a bill recently introduced by Mr. 
Stephens, of Georgia, Which provides that 
the jurisdiction of the Court of Claims shall 
include all claims against the United States 
for the use of patented inventions employed 
in the public service.

TAXES WRONGFULLY COLLECTED.

Wasnuinaton, D. C., Feb. 23.—A delega- 
tion of the New York Chambef of Commerce 
opposed, before the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, the so-called Sherman bill to facilitate 
the decision of controverted questions in 
revenue cases, by referring such questions to 
the Court of Claims with the right of appeal 
to the Supreme Court.

LAND-GRANT BILI. 

WasuHineton, D. C., Feb. 23.—Senator 
Van Wyck, of Nebraska, has introduced a 
bill in the Senate, the object of which Is to 
compel the railroads to pay State taxes on 
unpatented lands donated to them by the 
Government. One condition of the land 
grants is that the railroads shall pay all costs 
of surveying the lands. The railroad com- 
panies hold lands throughout the West 
which they have not yet surveyed 
and patented, and the courts have 
held that the States cannot tax these 
lands, pecause the United States still holds 
an interest in equity in them by reason of the 
fact that under the conditions imposed by 


the grant the lands might revert to the 


Government through the failure of railroads 
to comply with these conditions. It is 
claimed that the railroads leave the lands 
unpatented to avoid taxation, and Mr. Van 
Wyck’s bill releases and quit-claims to any 
State that proceeds against these lands for 
the collection of tates all interest in equity 
of the General Government. K is thought 
this will encourage the States to collect these 


taxes. 
THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 

Representative Hawk, of the Fifth Illinois 
District, is preparing an amendment to the 
Hennepin Canal bill, to protect those of his 
constituents who enjoy water-power from 
the Fox River in Whiteside County below 
the point where the feeder is to draw off the 
water for the canal, Mr, Hawk is heartily

Sr. Lours, Mo., Feb. 23.—Advices from Linn 
Creek, a town on the Osage River, this State, say 
that the stream rose over forty feet during the 
late rains, and was over three miles wide. It in- 
undated nearly all the tuwn and destroyed a 
large amount of property. This river empties 
into the Missouri a few miles below Jefferson 
City. and the great volume of water which 
poured out of it accounts largely for toe sudden 
aud extraordinary rise iu the Missouri. 


The Water Beceding at Louisville. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 23.—The river has 
been falling at tuis point at the rate of one inch 
per hour since Wednesday at noun, at which 
time the flood reached its hight. It is falling at 
the same rate, with thirty-four feet eleven 
inches of water in the canal and thirty- 
two feet eleven inches in the 
chute on the falis. Cold weather 
and high northwest winds nave had a tendency 
to keep it from falling at a more rapid rate than 
it would have otherwise done. All the tributaries 
of the Ohio are falling fast, and we expect a more 
rapid decline in the river here durum the next 
few days. However, the “bacxbune”™ of the 
fluod of "82 is broken. Business will be revived 
in a duy or two ou the levee. AS soon as teums 
cuu reaca the wharf-boat freight will be re- 
evived tor all down-etream boats. The weather 
today was clear and cool, with a stiff nortuwest 
wind hiowmg ali day. The Charles Morgun 
passed up.

The Question of City Org :rization—A 
Pian of the New Wards—Need of a 
Coroner. 

It is expected that the Board of Trustees of 
Hyde Park, which meets this afternoon, will take 
action upon a matter of greut importance and 
interest—the question of a city organization for 
Hyde Park. Petitions asking that the Board of 
Trustees take steps to gubmit the question to 
popular vote at the next election of village offi- 
cers have beenin active circulation fur some 
time past, and have been very generally signed 
by the promineut men of the village. 

In the event of the adoption of a city charter 
the law provides for a Commun Council of fuur- 
teen members fur a population of more than 
10,000 and less than . O, and that there shall be 
one-half as mauy wards as there are mem- 
bers of the Common Council. Hyde Park 
theretore, upon the adupiuon of a city 
charter will be divided into seven 
wards. It would seem, upun reference to the 
map, that the task of division into wards is not 
as difheult us might be supposed frow the 
area of the village. Diversity of interest and 
difference in population would have a stroug 
bearing on the division. The pular voice 
seems to indicate chat tne following division by 
wards would vot be very far out of the way. 

Keepuw the difference of populauon and di- 
versity of mterest iu mind, Seventy-tirst street, 
running east aud west. would seem to form the 
dividing une. North of Seventy-ftirst street 
there would be three wards, and south of it there 
would be tour. North of this street the territory 
is almost entirely devoted to residences, south of 
it the maoufacturing interests are the more 
powerful. 

The First Ward would naturally extend from 
Thirty-ninth to Forty-seventhb street, north aud 
south. and from Grand boulevard to the lake. 
east and west. The people living io the terri- 
tory lying next to State street trum Thirty-niato 
street south tu Sixty-seventh and east to Grand 
boulevard, the Park, ana Cottage Grove avenue 
would seem to bave a commun interest and 
would constitute the Second Ward. The Third 
Ward would extend from Forty-seventh street 
south to Seventy-first, and east trom Gr 
boulevard and Cottage Grove avenue to tne 
lake. The Fourth ard would embrace the 
land bet ween Stute street on the west and Tor- 
rence and Stony Island avenues on the east, and 
Sixty-seventh and Ninety-tifth streets on the 
north and souta. 

The South Chicago (Fifth) ward would cover 
that part east of Torrence and Stony Isiaud 
avenues and extending frum Seventy -tirst strect 
south to OQue-Huudred-and-Secund street and 
the Calumet Hiver. The country extending 
east from Stony Island avenue to be Indiana 
State line (and the lake). and from Oue-Hun- 
dred-aud-Second «treet and the river south to 
Ors Atitlest- uad-Cairty-e.gnta street would 
seem to be the most naturai divisvn for the 
Sixth Ward. Tus ward embraces Colrhour, and 
lroudale, and the country east of Calumet Lake. 
The Seventh Ward would. of course, inciude ine 
remaining territory. Its boundaries are: Ne- 
ty-tifth street un the north, Stouy Island avenue 
(extended) on the east, One-Hundred-and-Thir- 
ty-eightb street on the south. and State street 
on the west. It must be remembered unt each 
ward will be represented by two Aldermen, aud 
in case two conflicting interests are 
found in the same ward—as in the 
case of the Sixth Ward, which contains 
Colenour and Lrondale—one represeutative may 
be elected for each piace. The bopulur opinion 
seems to be that Hyde k covers too much 
territory apo bas too many importaot intercets 
to be governed by a villawe organization. There 
is tuo mucn work for six men, and the present 
board cannot adequately represent ali interests 
aud iocalities. Uuder the present arrangement, 
it is possibie to elect six Trustees who might re- 
side within a block — each other and have a 
community of interes 

U nder 3 charter it is thought that these 
dificulties will be removed. Ali secuons would 
have direct representadon, and each mewber of 
the Common Council would become directly re- 
spons:bie to the cit.zens of bis ou *

Commencement Exercises at Hahne 
mann College—Oue Hundred and Sev- 
en Graduates. 

The twenty-second annual commencement of 
the Hahnemann Medical College took place ves- 
terday afternoon at the Grand Opera- House, 
the exercises attracting a largo audience.

cause the fraud was not clearly disclosed, 


but because the Government depended upon 
the evidence of two witnesses, one of whom 
ran away, and the ether refused to testify 
after having been coached by the ring. The 
aspect of the case is now materially changed. 
The straw-bidders have been bailed to await 
the action of the grand jury, and the new 
contracts for the star-service have been let at 
much lower rates, which of itself is a strong 
proof of the rascalities practiced under the 
old contracts, and there is a general impres- 
sion in Washington that all the bids now in 
have been made upon a business basis. Col. 
Bliss has sent another bombsnell into the 
rotten ranks of the ring by procuring indict- 
ments from the grand jury against Brady and 
Dorsey, the leaders of the ring; J. W. Dor- 
sey, the brother, M. C. Berdell, the private 
secretary, and J. W. Peck. brother-in-law of 
the ex-Senator: John C. Miner, of Miner, 
Vale & Co.; and W. H. Turner, tormerly of 
the Post-Office Department. The ring will 
make a bitter fight, aided by its wealth and 
social and newspaper influence in Washing- 


ton; but Col. Bliss has gone into the prose- 


cution with redoubled energy and &termi- 
nation. If the case is lost it will not be for 
want of witnesses, as in the suits against the 
Salisbury ring in Nebraska, for the prosecu- 
tion has 180 witnesses, and, as Col. Bliss re- 
marked, “if 100 of them lost their memories 
between breakfast and dinner, the remain- 
ing twenty could establish their guilt.”’ 
Should this prosecution fail, It may be as 
well confessed that it is not possible for the 
Government to punish thieves who are 
known to have stolen from the Treasury, 
and that the public money cannot be pro- 
tected by the courts. 
— 
SILVER BULLION CERTIFICATES. 

The project for the issue of Government 
certificates upon the deposit of silver bullion 
at the rate of 412 grains to the dollar, and 
in sums of $5 and multiples thereof, has been 
agreed upon by the Coinage Committee and 
will be urged for passage at the present Con- 
gress. This will strike conservative men as 
an extreme measure, and almost, if not quite, 
as much to be deprecated as would be a bill 
for the demonetization of the silver dollar 
which Mr. Hewitt and other Congressional 
representatives of the New York gold inter- 
ests would like to see passed. 

Itcan scarcely be doubted that the pro- 
posed unlimited issue of silver bullion cer- 
tificates would lead to an enormous inflation 
of the currency, and probably the expulsion 
of gold. The increase of silver currency 
represented by certificates is now limited by 
the law to a maximum of $45,000,000 per an- 
num, beyond which the Secretary of the 
Treasury is not authorized t coin sil- 
ver dollars. But the issue of certificates 
to represent a deposit of silver bullion 
would entail a larger inflation of the cur- 
rency than would follow the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver; for holders of silver 
bullion in any shape, in Europe as well as in 
America, would not be compelled to await 
the delay of coinage, but could exchange 
their metal for current money at any time. 
Though it is not proposed to make these 
bullion certificates legal-tender in private 
debts, it is contemplated that they shall be 
receivable for ail Government duties and 
taxes—a condition which would soon involve 
the Government in trouble. Not being bank- 
able money, these bullion certificates would 
all be paid over to the Government for taxes 
and duties, and, not being legal-tender for 
debts due private persons, the creditors of 
the Government would refuse them: thus 
the Government would find itself stuck 
with an uneurrent sort of currency which 
it could not pay out. The Government’s 
revenues exceed 300 millions a year, which 
would all be received in bullion certificates, 
wh could only lawfully convert 48 mill- 
ions Into legal-tender dollars to be paid out 
to public creditors and on general expenses. 

A plethora of these bullion certificates, 
which might be confidently expected, would 
sooner or later place them at a discount as 
compared with legal-tender money, or even 
with certificates representing a deposit of 
legal-tender coin. Such a result would bea 
National misfortune, and lead to a disturb- 
ance in exchanges and involve the Govern- 
mentin embarrassment. The money of the 
United States of any kind is now either 
legal tender or redeemable in coin on de- 
mand, and on a par with the best money of 
the world. When a price is fixed upon any 
commodity both seller and purchaser know 
exactly what it is, and there is no apprehen- 
sion ot sudden and unreliable vacillation: 
the long experience the business public had 
with a depreciated currency A uncertain 
value prior to resumption in 187! ought te be 
sufficient warning against risk ug a repeti- 
tion of similar trials. 

Further, an unrestricted inflation of the 
currency at this time might prove to be as 
injurious to business interests as a sudden 
contraction (such as would follow the de- 
monetization of silver) would certainly be. 
The craze of speculation has already reached 
a dangerous and dizzy hight under the stim- 
ulant of continued prosperity and large 
coinage of gold and silver, The proposed 
certificate currency would lead to reckless 
venture, further inflation of prices already 
too high, and new specuiations in an unprofit- 
able direction. All this would be hazardous. 

The recent failures and temporary strin- 
gency indicate that credits are already over- 
Strained, and it is doubtful whether the 
American people can spread out much fur- 
ther without preparing the way for a new 
panic. The most severe financial strain ever 
experienced in Germany was the result of 
money expansion, and gold at that: it will 
not be safe to furnish the more venturesome 
American people with practically unlimited 
money resources.

But the 
issue of bullion silver certificates, receivabie 
for taxes end current at first as money in this 
country, upon adeposit of silver bullion, 
whether it come from the American mines 
or the European surplus, would enable the 
English, French, Hollanders, Germans, and 
Mexicans to unload their silver in a var ex- 
change for goid at the simple cost of trans 
portation and handling. The result would 
be that the European money-centres would 
before long be well stocked with gold, the 
bulk of the silver would accumulate in this 
country iu the form of bullion, and the finan- 
ciers of Europe would be less disposed than 
ever to agree upon the bimetallic system. 

A serious defect in the proposed issue of 
bullion certificates is also to be found in the 
proposition to issue them in denominations 
as low as $5. No paper certificate of deposit 
should be for so small an amount. One of 
the safest supports of a specie system is to 
keep the people in actual contact ‘with gold 
and silver money, and this can be best 
sured by prohibiting the issue of small bills 
of every kind. Insums of $5 and less money 
is used for retail transactions and change 
purposes, amd it should always be gold or 
silver, thus keeping these metals in actual 
physical circulation. But the removal of 
this objection in the proposed builion cer- 
tificates would still fail to remove the more 
serious objections we have described. 

Why not let well enough alone? The 
present status of American money assures 
stability, uniformity, and abundance; there 
is no occasion to experiment with bullion 
certificates or any other form of irregular 
inflation. 

— — 
STORRS CONTEMPT FOR HAYES. 

There is considerable and very just criti- 
cism of some of the speeches recently uttered 
at the alleged Lincoln—but really Grant— 
dinner in New York, particularly as that din- 
ner was attended by those who seem to think 
that civilization came to a dead stop when 
Gen. Grant ceased to be President, and that 
it will not resume its progress until he is re- 
stored to the purple. 

Mr. Emery Storrs, one of the speakers at 
that dinner, emerged from under the band- 
waggin” long enough to declare his con- 
tempt for the intervening Administration, by 
saying he would prefer “four years of strife, 
dissensions, and whirlwind” to the “ mean, 
sneaking. lying, hypocritical” Administra- 
tion that followed Grant’s. Other speakers 
were equaily violent in the expression of 
similar sentiments, 

The disposition of the banqueters calling 
themselves Stalwarts to show their in- 
tense admiration of themselves and their dis- 
gust of all others may be gratifying to them. 
It may, in fact, be part of the obligation, per- 
sonal and political, attaching to the brass 
medal bearing their names and so ostenta- 
tiously worn by them, particularly at the re- 
unions of the third-term faction defeated in 
1876 and again in 1880. Nevertheless, people 
who have some regard for the truth of his- 
tory and justice, and who are not wearers of 
brass badges to manifest their identity, will 
recall the fact that in 1876 there was a pretty 
unanimous protest against a third term of 
Grant, and that the nomination of Mr. Hayes 
was a necessity in order to relieve the Ke 
publican party from responsibility for 
the eight preceding years of National 
administration. it will be remembered that 
the Republicans had suffered a fearful over- 
throw in 1874 in consequence of popular 
anger and disgust at the carnival of corrup- 
tion in Washington. This popular anger at 
Grant’s Administration was deepened by 
the whisky-ring developments of the next 
year which smirched so many officeholders 
and included persons holding confidential re- 
lations with the President himself. The Re- 
publicans went to Cincinnati under this dark 
cloud in 1876 to pominate some standard- 
bearer. 

The party needed new men with clean 
hands, unstained records, and capable of rein- 
spiring confidence in the public mind that the 
Government would be administered free froin 
the reproaches and scandals with which the 
whole country had been offended and dis- 
gusted. All of which the New York ban- 
queters seem to have forgotten. 

Mr. Hayes and his Cabinet have made 
their.record. They gave to the coun- 
try a clean and irreproachable Administra- 
tion. It is true that a conservative Southern 
man was placed in the Cabinet in further- 
ance of the conciliation policy, and that this 
gentieman’s appointment did not lead the 
Southern States into the Republican party. 
But the policy thus begun was adopted by 
President Garfield, and has been continued 
by the “Stalwart” Acting President Ar- 
The “South” was represented in 
Garfield’s Cabinet, and is now represented in 
Arthur’s Cabinet, by Secretary Hunt. Arthur 
has carried the “conciliation policy” much 
further than Hayes did, by his open recogni- 
tion of Gen. Mahone, the Confederate leader, 
to whom Arthur has awarded the Federal 
patronage of Virginia. 

The “Stalwarts” of today have no reason 
to cumplain of Hayes’ policy towards them. 
His removals of Grant’s appointees were 
few and far between. When first elected he 
was of necessity. compelled to relieve the 
public service of those who had scandalized 
the Republican party by their misconduct, 
and whose dismissal was a public necessity. 
The others he tolerated and continued in 
office, Other “Stalwarts” of whose official 
turpitude he had wo evidence he continued 
in office, where they reveled in the dishon- 
esty which has since blossomed in the star- 
route indictments. By Mr. Hayes’ for- 
bearance whole gangs of conspicuous lead- 
ers in the Stalwart-third-term faction were 
permitted to hold over during his term, they 
making the most liberal use of their time in 
plundering the Government. Does Mr. 
Storrs include this forbearance by Mr. 
Hayes in what he is pleased to cail the 
“sneaking, lying, hypocritical” Administra- 
tion which followed the National revolt from 
the scandals which preceded it? 7 

Another thing which the Republican party 
has reason to be thankful to Mr. Hayes for 
is, that the general honesty and cleanliness 
of his Administration made it possible for 
the Republicans to select a proper candidate 
and to elect him in 1880, Not a word of 
censure could be uttered against the Repub- 
lican Administration of 1877-’81, and in fact 
one of the strongest arguments of the Re- 
publicans in 1880 was that the country 
wanted no change in the general policy of 
the Government—the “ Stalwart” star-route 
swindling not Seing known during the late 
cam paign. 

The string of epithets applied by Storrs 
and others to Hayes when speaking in the 
presence of Grant and under the dazzling 
glare of the brass medais, however pleasing 
to the vanity of banqueters, will find no ap- 
proving response among intelligent, truth- 
loving people. Mr. Hayes’ Administration— 
with the Stalwart star-route exception—was 
clean and honest, and while these two features 
may appear offensive, and a sort of standing 
reproach to the Storrs squad ot Stelwarts,” 


| the country will respect them and honor 
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dermine Bourbonism is one of the most sig- 
nificant events of this session. 

The serious opposition to the bill came 
from Vest of Missouri and Jonas of Louis- 


iana, Bayard indulged in a diffuse and in- 


effective speech proposing to pension all the 
ex-Presidents, but, as his proposition was 
secondéd by only five Senators in the final 
vote, it seems in this connection hardly to be 
worthy of consideration. it bas intrinsic 
merits, but it was not a judicious measure 
with which to antagonize the Logan bill. 
Vest, Jonas, and Butier were the Senators 
who had the courage to oppose the Dill on its 
merits. They are the embodiments of Bour- 
bonism in the Senate, and among the last 
representatives, itis hoped, of an order of 
things which is now passing away. Vest is 
a good lawyer and an accomplished advo- 
cate. Jonas is one of the most graceful 
orators in the Senate, Butler has a soft, in- 
sinuating manner that recommends his argu- 
ments to the universal favor of the ladies. 
but the three together have not political 
principle enough to establish in trade a 
second-hand dealer in cast-off clothing. 

There was a good deal of force in the ar- 
guments of Gen, Grant’s friends. It was 
enough for the Senate to know that he 
wanted something more. If he had cried for 
the moon, and it had been in the power of 
Congress to make that luminary obedient to 
his summons, it would not have been deemed 
in the discretion of the lawmaking body to 
refuse his request, But there was another 
aspect to the case. It was insisted that the 
proposition was only to recognize and reward 
the military services of Gen. Grant. His 
civil record was ignored. ‘The Senate could 
only remember that he had been the success- 
ful commander of the Union armies. His 
plea was like that of Othello, “I have 
done the State some service, and 
they know it,” and the appeal was 
irresistible. The Government cannot afford 
to have it said, in future ages, that it was 
stingy or parsimonious in rewarding services 
so distinguished. That was the feeling 
which animated the Senate and induced it, 
by a vote of more than two to one, to pass 
the Logan bill. The same feeling, it is be- 
lieved, will prevall in the House, and the 
Senate bill will pass there, when it is 
reached, by a large majority. 

This bill has received a more cheerful sup- 
port than might otherwise be accorded it for 
the reason that it is supposed to be intended 
to take Gen. Grant out of politics. If he had 
been on the retired list in 1880, and drawing a 
large salary, it would have been impossible 
then to urge that the country had unliqui- 
dated obligations to him which ought to be 
discharged by a nomination to the Presi- 
den

THE LAKE-FRONT IN CONGRESS. 

sub-committee of the House Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary had appointed yesterday 
for a hearing of interested parties on the 
Lake-Front question. Sufficient notice was 
given to the Mayor and other city officials, to 
the Library Board, and private gitizens who 
were known to be in any way concerned in 
the action of Congress, yet nobody put in an 
appearance yesterday on behalf of the city 
or the Public Library. Pepresentatives of 
the Porterfield and Valentine scrip claims 
and of the Beaubien heirs were in attend- 
ance, and a fierce address was delivered by a 
miid-looking gentleman on behalf of an 
alleged Anti-Monopoly League protesting 
against the alienation of one foot of ground 
east of Michigan avenue. But there was no- 
body present to inform the committee what 
the Lake-Front was or why the city desired 
to obtain possession of it. 

The causes of the Public Library and the 
Academy of Design were pleaded as inci- 
dental to a discussion of the whole Lake- 
Front question. Emery Storrs, who hap- 
pened to be in Washington on other business, 
spoke briefly on behalf of the Academy of 
Design. He was somewhat surprised on en- 
tering the committee-room to discover that 
the really formidable petition presented on 
behalf of the academy had been modihed by 
the withdrawal of more than half the best 
names on it. After this Mr. Storrs made 
his argument, which was purely a volunteer 
effort, in a perfunctory spirit. The sub-com- 
mittee seemed to understand quite well the 
relative merits of the two institutions. A 
few questions elicited the fact that the libra- 
ry was public and free; that it was supported 
by taxation and had considerable property, 
while the Academy of Design had little more 
than a corporate existence, was without 


tangible assets, and controlled by private in- 


dividuals. it may confidently be said that 
the Academy-of-Design project will be 
promptly knocked on the head when- 
the time comes. From present indications 
the library will have little difficulty in 
getting the Dearborn Park with or without 
the Lake-Front amendment. There was no 
opposition to the dedication of Dearborn 
Park to the library in the committee yester- 
day, but there was very decided opposition 
to the alienation of any part of the Lake- 
Front. 

The various scrip-sharks have complicated 
matters by the assertion of their pretended 
rights. With one exception, these claims do 
not affect the validity of the title to Dearborn 
Park. In the present spiritof the committee, 
the operation of the railroad company in 
the claims of the library to Dearborn Park 
would do no good, and its opposition to the 
cession would do no harm, but the scrip ad- 
venturers may postpone consideration of the 
whole subject, if the two causes are lumped 
together, by pretending to have equities in 
the Lake-Front, and the moral right to have 
their claims passed upon by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. This is apparently the 
object of the bill introduced in the Senate by 
Lapham, of New York, authorizing the 
Court of Claims to hear and pass judgment 
upon all these cases. |

Ue more than the decade between 1869 and 1881 
alone there was athreefold increase. The crop 
increased from 10,501,000 centais in 1880 to 81. 
500,000 centais in 1881. There are in the State at 
the present time 38,000,000 acres of wheat-landa, 
30,000,000 of which are ranked as first-class, and 
are being rapidly brought under cultivation. 
Haifa million acres have been brought into a 
cultivated condition iu the present year alone, 
and it is anticipated that, even sbould the whole 
of the crop of the San Joaquin Valley fail, there 
would still be enough left to equal the unpre- 
cedented crop of 1880. There is a prospect that 
it will be much karger than that yield. During 
1881-'83 the crop was 27,000,000 centais.

THE PANIC. 
THE BEARS ENJOY A GALA-DAY. 
Bpectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Feb. 23.—The bears of the 
Stock Exchange had another ga!a-day today, 
and sent prices down to their own satisfac- 
tion. The strange feature in the market was 
the sudden drop of Richmond & Danville 
from 219 to 130. Nobody could explain the 
trouble—few tried to do so. ‘The stock is heid 
almost wholly by persons who have little or 
no interest in Wall street, and it was impos- 
sible that a bear raid could have occasioned 
such a depression. Officers of the company 

that their roads were earning more 
money now than ever in the past, and that 
they were in first-class condition, and had 
'"  §8UFFERED NOTHING FROM FLOODS. 
They declared the changein market quota- 
tions to be altogether inexplicable. The most 
generally received opinion among the brok- 
ers upon the matter was that some holder of 
Richmond & Danville had been forced to a 
sudden sacrifice in order to save margins on 
stocks which had suffered by the recent 
break-up in prices. All of Jay Gould’s 
worthiess securities were hurt. Gould is 
said to have been.in exceedingly ill- 
humor throughout the day. While the 
Vanderbilt stocks were firm, even going above 
opening quotations, Gould stocks shrunk, 
Few insiders in Wall street believe that 
Gould has any large interest in the stocks 
which he fathers, yet it is asserted that he 
sorely feels 

THE LOSS OF PRESTIGE 
which he suffers through the drop in prices. 
His pet Missouri Pacific, which recently he 
has been trying to bull, went down to 92, 
having opened above 97. Last week it was 
above 102. Western Union tumbled three or 
four points below its opening price, and 
Louigille & Nashville was forced 
down a point or two. Ex-President 
Newcomb took the trouble to deny that he 
had entered into any bargain with Jay 
Gould. . Officers of the company said there

to the company’s directory. Other persons 
in Wall street assert that Gould has placed 
the company just where he wants it; that 
recent raids have been made with a view to 
squeezing the farmers of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee who have invested in Louisville & 
Nashville securities; and that the object was 
attained, Gould pocketing every share 
dropped within his reach. 

DISCUSSING THE SITUATION. 

The lobbies and corridors of the Windsor 
Hotel this evening were almost blue with 
smoke from the cigars of the stock-brokers 
and promiscuous speculators who thronged 
them. It has been many days since 
the crowd was so great as it 
was tonight. At one time in the 
evening progress through the main 
corridor was rendered difficult by the num- 
bers of people grouped about, and all the 
Fats were occupied. The main and almost 
only topics of discussion and conversation 
were the exciting events in the stock market 
and the general speculative situation, Faces 
were seen at the hotel that seſdom appear 
there, and it was noticeable that many more 
than the ordinary number of 

AMATEUR SPECULATORS 

were on the spot, eager and anxious for 
every piece of gossip about the speculative 
movements and the position of prominent 
men. There were fewer than usual of 
the larger operators who ordinarily 
haunt the hotel. There were many 
inquiries as to whether Jay Gould 
had been at the hotel in the evening, but, so 
far as could be learned, he had not been. 
Russell Sage was present for a short time, 
but jt could not be ascertained that he had 
in response to inquiries thrown any clear 
light on Wall street matters. 

THE FEELING MANIFESTED 

by most of the brokers and operators was 
one of considerable anxiety as te the future. 
Opinions appeared to be more unsettled than 
for a long time, and the confidence in an im- 
provement of the situation, so far as 
utterances were concerned, seemed to 
have hope as its only basis. The “bulls” 
urged that the decline had proceeded so far 
that the big operators wotld recognize the 
wisdom of uniting their efforts in staying all 
panic. On the other hand, it was argued by 
some persons gloomily disposed that ei- 
dences were not wanting that that class was 
desirous of lower prices. 

_ EXPRESSIONS OF DISAPPOINTMENT 
were common that the unsetiled markets of 
Tuesday had not received some recovery in 
tone from what had been predicted as the 
calming effect of an intervening holiday. It 
was said by some experienced brokers that 
the decline of today, coming as it did after 
. the holiday, would probably produce more 

demoralization among country holders of 

stocks than if it had occurred in a 28 fo 
Wednesday. Rumors were srarce

closing at 164%, and in the remainder of the 
list $¢@4. Respecting Richmond & Dan- 
ville, the stock is cliqued, and has never 
been distributed. It is doubted if prudent 
money-lenders would lend anything on it. 
The other stocks which fell have for the 
most part been the subject of loans, and a 
great many loans were called, which forced 
money up to one-eighth of 1 per cent per day 
stock-brokers. Of course it will take time 


Tor the market to settle, even after the final 


turn comes, but it is clear that prices are get- 
ting down to figures which will attract out- 
siders, and which will make way for a solid 
bull movement early in the spring. 

THE EVENING PosT: 

The sharp decline of the last few days, 
coming after the fall of the last eight months, 
has brought many stocks down to figures 
which will attract outside purchasers, who 
pay in full for what they buy, and it isa 
question whether, making full allowance for 
the fact that in the latter part of 1880 and the 
early part. of 1881 prices were advanced be- 
yond reason, they have not now fallen below 
what they should fairly rule at, considering 
the condition of the country, its business, 
currency, etc, It is notable that the 
heavy decline has forced no failures, 
which shows how strong the brokers 
and their customers are; nor is it believed 
money-lenders have lost by any loans on 
stock. Cliqued stocks fora long time have 
been viewed suspiciously by those who lend 
money, and steck like the Richmond & Dan- 
ville might drop from 500 to 5 without, it is 
believed, endangering the money-lenders. At 
the same time a general shifting of loans is 
to be expected as a result of the late decline, 
This afternoon money for the first time be- 
came active, and stock-brokers paid as high 
as one-eighth of 1 per cent per day commis- 
sion for loans, in addition to 6 per cent. As 
the banks are reduced in reserve, largely on 
account of the withdrawal of money by the 
Treasury, it is to be expected Secretary Fol- 
ger will now release some of this by order- 
ing prepayment, without rebate, of at least 
$20,000,000 of called bonds. 

. THE EVENING TELEGRAM: 

The bearish turn of the market was ex- 
plained by the fact that there was a panic 
among the holders of long accounts and 
other heavy railway interests. The leading 
bulls put forth every effort to turn the tide, 
but failed. As a part explanation of the situ- 
ation a theory was set forth that it was be- 
cause of the fact thata bearish feeling is 
general throughout the country, and there is 
an unwillingness to put up more mioney on 
margins.

A SENSATION. 
PROMINENT GENTLEMEN CHARGED WITH 
SMUGGLING, 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 
New York, Feb, %.--A sensation was 
created in United States Commissioner 
Shields’ office today when Deputy Collector 
of Customs Briggs and Dr. Joseph Me- 
Cracken, the doctor of the Cunard steamship 
Servia, were brought before the Commis- 
sioner on the charge of smuggimg. ‘The 
charge of smuggling against the two well- 
known gentlemen is made by Special Treas- 
ury Agent Brackett, The Smuggling is 

alleged to have taken place on thg trip of 
Servia here previous to this one. On th 
occasion a valuable silk cloak was taken 
from the Servia to the residence 
of Deputy Collector Briggs in Brook- 
lyn. The matter was unknown at that 
time, but Deputy Collector Briggs, being un- 
der the impression, it seems, that the special 
Treasury agents had somehow become in- 
formed of the fact, went before the proper 
officer in the Custom-House to have the cloak 
appraised for the purpose of 3 
PAYING THE DUTY ON IT, 

Dr. McCracken took the cloak ashore, and 
says it was given to him in England by 
United States Consul-General Merritt to

Fastened to the pin- 
cushion on the bureau in the room was a 
half-sheet of note-paper, on which appeared 
in the handwriting of the dead man in Greek 
a few lines addressed to 
HIS BROTHER THEODORE. 

Mr. Theodore Fachiri, an elder brother, who 
is a member of the firm of P. & T. Fachiri, 
cotton merchants, at No. 55 Beaver street, 
said that he knew of no motive for 
the suicide, and that the note 
left by his brother addressed to 
him did not give any explanation of the act. 
It merely contained a few affectionate words 
of farewell. He refused to give a translation 
of the contents of the note for publication. 
It was stated that the dead man had gambled 
to an inordinate extent, and that there were 
numerous bilis out against him, also that 
he had lost heavily in stock speculations, but 
his brother did not believe this wastrue. It 
was stated by a gentleman intimately ac- 
quainted with the family that an elder 
brother of the deceased is now an inmate of 
the Bloomingdale Insane Asylum, having be- 
come insane about three months ago.

MEETING OF UNDERWRITERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
NEW Yoru, Feb. 23.—In response to a call 
issued by a special committee appointed by 
the United Fire Underwriters in America, 
representatives of fire-insurance companies 
doing business in the States of New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Delaware 
met today in the rooms of the local Board of 
Underwriters in the Boreel Building, Broad- 
way. The object of the meeting was to per- 
fect an orgaftization charged with the reor- 
ganization of local boards, the establishment 
of tariffs, with rules for*meeting the com- 
petition of companies not uniting with 
such organizations, and the mainte- 
nance of a maximum rate of com- 
mission to agents. When the roll 
of companies doing business in the States 
named was called it was found that sixty- 
seven out of the 180 companies doing busi- 
ness in the district were represented, 
. IT WAS DECIDED 
to call the association The Associated Fire- 
Underwriters of the States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Delaware.” 
With regard to the maintenance of a max- 
imum rate of commission, it was agreed that 
the commission allowed shall not exceed 15 
per cent (except on farm property and dwell- 
ings outside the corporate limits of 
cities and villages), which shall be 
limited to 2 per cent commission, to in- 
clude all the expenses save taxes, local board 
expenses, and postage and exchage actually 
paid; any member may have the option of 
paying in lieu of the said commission a flat 
commission of 10 per cent, with 10 per cent 
added upon net profits over losses and ex- 
penses, and the option of paying on farm and 
dwelling risks a flat commission of 12½ per 
cent with a like rate added upon net profits 
over losses and expenses.

ANDRPFE’S MONUMENT. 
A STRANGER’S Visrr. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yours, Feb. 23,—A stranger to every- 
body in Tappan, Rockland County, entered 
that village on Wednesday evening at twenty 
minutes past 7 by the freight train from Part 
Jervis, and asked the first man he met the 
way to the André monument. This is 
the great block of gray granit which Cyrus 
W. Pield set up on the spot where the Brit- 
ish spy André was hanged in 1780, The 
stranger, who is deseribed as a man 
of 2% or 30 years, wearing a short, 
dark-colored mustache, and well-dressed 
and mannerly, carried in his hand what was 
mistaken for a cane by those who saw him. 
It was about 8 o’clock when the stranger 
rapped at the door of David O. Storms’ 
Andre Hill House. Mr. Storms lodges a 
few boarders on the top of the hill. 

THE MONUMENT TO ANDY 
stands abont 200 feet south of his house. The 
monument is a block of gray granit standing 
on two courses of the game granit and 
topped off like an obelisk. The four faces 
of the stone are rectangular and are polished. 
From the ground to the apex, the hight is 
seven feet, and the stone is something 
over three feet through. It is sur- 
rounded by an iron-fence in a eircle. 
Mr. Storms returned to his house after 
he saw the stranger walk around this iron 
fence. Presently he distinctly heard a sound 
of pounding as though the granit were be- 
ing struck with some muffled instrument to 
deaden the sound. Mr. Storms began to sus- 
pect that 
SOMETHING WAS WRONG. 

One of his boys wanted to go with him to 
see what the stranger was doing, but Mr. 
Storms had made up his mind that the 
strange visitor was a crank, and as he 
said afterward, ‘“‘I was sure if I interrupted 
him he wouldn't hesitate to shoot me.“ 
The tapping noise lasted for some time, and 
when it ceased Mr. Storms concluded that 
the man had left. At 9 o’clock, an hour 
after the stranger’s first appearance, 
Mr. Storms went to a window 
on the north side of the house to close the 
blinds. The noise of closing the blinds dis- 
turbed the stranger, for he was heard to 
ump to the ground, and presently Mr. 
storms saw him 

COMING SLOWLY TOWARD THE HOUSE. 
He entered the house and lighted his pipe. 
Ten minutes later the well-dressed stranger, 
smoking his pipe, walked hurriedly u 
to the porch of Ryerson's hotel, 
at of Andre Hill, and 
asked young Henry Ryerson, who stood 
there, the road to Hoboken. The hotel 
stands at the fork of the read, and the direc- 
tion was pointed out to him. Thanks,” he 
said as he turned hurriedly and started 
off at a dog trot toward the city. 
No one in Tappan had ever seen him before, 
and no one has seen him since. There were 
no trains away from the vi e after that 
hour, and it is believed that he must have 
wee to Hoboken, nearly twenty-two 
mies, 

MR. STORMS FOUND ON THE MONUMENT 
this morning a small American flag flying 
from the stick the stranger carried. The 
tapping sounds of the night before were ex- 
plaine bY a glance at the inscriptions on the 
stone. The stranger had hacked away at 
every line, and had so battered the 
words that some of them could be read only 
by reference to the context. Held by one 
corner under the stones piled upon the top 
of the granit block a half sheet of foolsca 
paper fluttered. On it was written in ink 
and ina backband, apparently disguised, a 
poem beginning: 

Too long hath the traitor’s shaft 
A monument to shame, 


Built up to praise a traitor’s craft, 
To sanctify ill fame. 

Mr. Cyrus W. Fieid says he thinks the man 
who deseciated the stone is one of that class 
of Americans who feel offended because he 
erected a monument to André.

FEAR THEY MAY BE ASSASINATED,. 

The trial takes place in the same hall as 
usual. It is a rather small room. The 
Judges’ table stands at one end on a lofty 
dais. The prisoners sit on two benches, 
rising one above the other, on 
the left of the Judges. In 
front of them are their legal defenders, 
seventeen in number, three of the prisoners 
having determined to conduct their own 
cases. Facing them on the right of the 
tribunal are empty benches reserved for the 
jury when the cases are tried by jury. 

Facing the tribunal are the places for the 
witnesses, numbering over forty, and the 
public are given space under a gallery from 
which the trial is watched daily by the wife 
of Procureur Mouravioeff. 

ONLY A VERY FEW PRIVILEGED PERSONS 
are admitted to the court besides this lady. 
Among them are Gen. Tchingivkane, a Rus- 
sianized Oriental idolator, the Minister of 
Justice, M. Nabokoff, the prisoner Soukban- 
off’s brother, and Emilianoff’s brother. 
Among the seventeen lawyers charged with

ALL THE PRISONERS 
are dressed carefully and neatly. The women 
are in black.

Iakimoff is a 
vulgar, red-headed virago. The two 
other woman, Lebedeff and Terentieff, 
are hideous. Tarentieff’s face is monstrous, 
Lieut. Toukhanoff, who is dressed 
in civilian’s clothes, is a pale, short- 
sighted, malevolent-looking individual. 
Emilianoff, with his secant hair and 
uncouth manner, suggests the country 
priest. He mutters to himself the whole 
time.

He recommends appropriations for 
various specific purposes covoected with this 
fire relief aad relief from the burdens of tuwn- 
ship and State taxauon. whith cuuuot pussibly 
be met by these people without wringing from 
them the muney bestowed un them by charity. 
The second subject cousidered by the wessarec 
is the new general tax law drawn up by the 
commission authurized by the last Legislature, 
worn 2 specie and sweep! in mauy 
Of the proposed cunuges, and woich is very like- 
ly to meet wito considerable uppost aon, owing 
to che radical changes proposed. Thirdly, ne 
ea is attenuun to the reapboruoument of Con- 
gressgivnal districts, Which increases Michigau's 
representation in Cougtress frum nice to eieven. 
He recommeuds the Duiid.ag of Sl, worth of 
addidonal shup roow at the State House of Cor- 
rection at iunia, aod that the law for seuteucum 
woweu to that ustituuon bo repeaced.

On this occasion referred to 
Judge Cox was perfectly sober at the time | saw 
aim. in the af:eruoun; d.d not see the Judge in 
the drug-store; was not present when the recess 
was taken. After recess court remained in see- 
sion nearly or quite an bour, and theu adjourned 
sine die. 1 was with the Judge that 
nigtt; went in a saivon with him; stad 
only a short time; had a tte fun. 
It was a Democratic party, and no Kepublicans 
allowed. Most of the time was spent in front of 
the land office.” The same witness was in Mar- 
shall at che December term, 1879: “ Attended the 
whole term. Judge Cox was sober all the time. 
Judge Cox was in my office with the Kev. Mr.

eight years; saw bim at Redwood Falis in Janu- 
ury. 1881. at the term of court there: saw Judge 
Cox the night of the Orth trial; played cards a 
cuuple of nours: bad whisky. which was drunk 
out of a small gobiet. The Judge didn't drink 
over two or tree times—smail drinks; 
considered the Judge was sover: saw 
no sus of intoxicagdon; went thence to 
u restuurant, where we met Kepresentative 
Braley. Mr. Weber was in the Judge's room 
when | went there. He left immediately. At 
ihe restaurant there was no drinking. While 
there the Sueriff came for the Judge, and we 
went to the court-room; beard bim instruct the 
jury; don't think the Judge was ivtoxivated;

Commissioner Fink Bequests a Vote on 
the Proposition to Advance East« 
Bound Freight-Rates March 6. 

The General Managers of the roads belong- 
ing to the Joint Bxecutive Committee received 
a dispateh yesterday. from Commissioner Fink, 
requesting them to vote on the proposition to 
advance east-bound grain rates March 6, oa the 
basis of 25 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New 
York, and provision rates 30 cents per 100 
pounds. 

This is in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions made by the Cleveland meeting last Mon- 
day. As heretofore stated, all the Western 
roads will vote in favor of the proposition, be- 
cause they believe that such action will heip 
their interests, as it will have the effect of stop- 
ping east- bound rail shipments until the opening 
of navigation, when 6 business will come to 
Chicago over the Western lines leading to this 
city and Toledo, and take the lake routes from 
those points. 

The Vanderbilt lines are also 7 in favor 
of the proposition, because the New York Cen- 
tral will get the bulk of the take business at 
Buffaio. Besides, the elevators in New York 
are full, and the Vanderbilt lines have enough 
contracts to keep them busy until the opening 
of naviga . 

If a majority, or even a two-thirds, vote 
would be sufficient to bring about the advance 
in rates, there can be no doubt that the advance 
would be made; but as a unanimous vote is re- 
quired to put tne proposition in effect, itis yet 
probabie that the proposed advance in rates will 
not be made, as the Grand Trunk and Baltimore 
& Ohio may vote against it. 


The -COhicagoe Railroad Association 
Adopts Sundry Measures for the 
Regulation of the Passenger Traffic. 
The Chicago Railroad Association, composed 

of the Genera!

The Case of Crane Against a Boston 
Paper. 
Specia: Diepatcn to Te Chicago Tribune 

Boston, Feb. 23.—The libel suit of Edward 
Crane against the Daily Advertiser was virtualiy 
settled in favor of the paper today by a ruling 
of Judge Lowell in the United States Circuit 
Court. The suit was brought on account ef an 
editorial article concerning an attempt of the 
plaintiff to procure the election of Directors. of 
the New York & New England Railroad Com- 
pany at their annual meeting two years ago. 
The article was entitled Higtory Repeated,” 
and purported to give a narrative of the deal- 
ings of the plaintiff with the Boston, Hartford & 
Erie Railroad Company, by which he 
had brought it to Dankruptcy, to act 
in a similar way with the New York 
& New England., which was a corporation formed 
by the bondholders of the other road. The proj- 
ect attributed to the plaintif? included the buy- 
ing up of certain railroads in Connecticut, con- 
solidating them with the New York & New En- 
gland Company, eto. It alleged that the plain- 
tiff’e scheme was exposed by skillful question- 
ing at the meeting, and that he had retired dis- 
comtited. The editors replied by counsel that 
the effort of the plaintiff ty obtain control of the 
railroad was a matter in Which the public was in- 
terested, and was a proper subject of discussion in 
the newspapers. Crane demurred to this answer, 
but the demurrer was overruled, Judge Lowell 
laying down the following law of libel: “ The 
coutention ison the part ef the defendant that 
the subject matter is one in which the pubiic 
have au interest, and that in discussing a sub- 
ject of that sort a pubiic speaker or writer is not 
bound at his peril to see that his sentiments are 
true, but has a qualified privilege, as it has been 
called. in respect to such matters. The modern 
doctrine, as sbown by the cases cited 
by the défendant, be that the 
public have a right in good 
faith the public conduct and qualification of a 
public man, such as a Judge, an Ambassador, 
etc., with more freedom than they can take with 
a private matter or with the private conduct of 
any one. lo such discussions they are not heid 
to prove the exact truth of their statements and 
the soundness Of their inferences, provided that 
they are not actuated by express malice, or that 
there is reasonabie ground for their statements 
or inferences, ail of which is for the jury.” 
The Suit of the Northern Pacific Against 

Former Officers Compromised, 
Svecial Dispatch ta The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pat., Minn. Feb. 23.—The. suit of the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company against 
James B. Power, its former Land Commissioner, 
and ©. F. Kindred, former Chief Clerk of the 
same department, has been compromised and 
settled. although no formal announcement of 
the fact will be made at the present. When the 
case comes up in its regular order in court the 
counsel for the Company will state the fact of 
the settlement, and the suit, which was expected 
to furnish a good many sensational features, 
will, be at an end. Negotiations fora settle- 
ment have been pending for some time, 
and during the recent visit of Mr. 
Kindred to New York several prolonged inter- 
views with Mr. Villard resulted in reaching 4 
basis of adjustment which seems to be sutisfac- 
tory to both parties to the controversy. Itis 
understood that Mr. Billimgs resisted any over- 
tures for compromise; but Mr. Villard, who bad 
not been @ party to the bringing of the suit, and 
had no personal feeling in me matter, insisted 
that there should be ne litigation merely for the 
purpose of revenge, vr of vindicating the per- 
sonal pride of Mr. Billings; but, if an amicable 
settlement would accomplish for the company 
all that could reasonably be expected to 
result from pushing the suits, a settlement 
should be made, and his will governed. The 
terms of the settlement cannot be learned in 
detail, but in a general way it is understood that 
Mesars. Power and Kindred, recognizing that 
there is a difference of understanding between 
the mseives and the company as to their respect- 
ive rigbts to certain tracts of land, bave recun- 
veyed a portion of the lands in controversy to 
the company or toa trustee representative of 
the company. refunding to them whatever of 
value was paid for such lands. On the other 
band, the company, in consideration of such re- 
conveyances, relinquishes all. claim to certain 
other tracts and withdraws the suits begun last 
year in the courts, The amount nominally a- 
volved in the now abandoned suits was some 
$400,000.

A POLI-TAX LAW. 

In view of the fact that the oity is in straight- 
ened circumstances, a TRIBUNE reporter yes- 
terday called the utteu ton of the Mayor to Sec, 
267, ot the Iuncorporuuon act for cities, villages, 
towns, etc., in lu. which provides: 

“That the City Council io aileulies . . . in 
this State may have power, by ordiwance, to re- 
quire every ubiv- bodied wale inbabitant of sueh 
city .. . abuve the age of 21 years and un- 
der the age of 50 years, excepting pxupers, idi- 
ote, lunatics, and suce others as are Cxcmpt oy 
law, to labor on the streets and alleys of any 
such city not more than two days in each yeur, 
but such ordinance suull provide tor a commuta- 
won of such labor at 75 cents per day.“ 

The next secuion provides that cities shall en- 
act ordinances under proper restrictions of fines, 
to., to carry out the law. 

The Mayor said: “I know sucha section of 
the law is in existence, but I make it a point 
never to suggest to ine Council waat ordinauces

UNION DRY-DOCK COMPANY. 

At the new iron yard of the Union Dry-Dock 
Company two iron steamers are well along in 
construction. This yard is located just back of 
the old yard of the company, and has a frontage 
of 450 feet on Black well Canal and a depth of 300 
feet to the track of the Buffalo Ureek Railroad 
Company on Ganson street. Large and sub- 
stantial buildings contain a full equipment ot 
the latest styles of tools and machinery adapted 
for working in iron. Everything is arranged to 
further the advantageous hanaling of work, and 
it is safe to say that in this respect the 
yard is exceliea by no other on the lakes. N. W. 
Wheeler, of Philadelphia., is the superintending 
engiveer ot this department. He has had ex- 
tensive experience in ingn ship-building in the 
Delaware and Pennsylvania yards, and under 
his management things are working along very 
effectively. Capt. M. M. Drake is the efficient 
General Superintendent of the company. 

The first of the boats mentioned is an iron 
steamer being built for the Union Steamboat 
Company. Her frames are ali up, and consid- 
able piating has been put un her bottom. Work 
will be pushed on ber 80 4§ to launch her early 
next July: This boat is of the following dimen- 
sions: Length of keel, 35 feet: over 
all, 28 feet: beam, 39 feet 8 inches; molded 
depth, 25 feet 6 inches; hold, 22 feet 9 inches. 
There is a water-space of 3 feet 6 inches uu- 
der the floor, divided into four compartments, 
each of which will be connected with a pump. 
These ces filled will give a water baliast of 
about 600 tons, The bold will also have four water- 
tight divisions. The iron frames are run up to 
the upper deck, and the bulwarks will be of iron 
plate. The boat will have two decks, and will 
probably be rigged in regular 1 
style, wich a short spar forward, She will have 
doubie engines made by Trout, of the King Lron- 
Works, this city. They will be steepie com- 

ds, and each will have cylinders of 24 
? diameters, with a 48-inch 
stroke, each werent & separate crank. 
Steam will be furnished 4. — steel boilers from 
the shop of Mr. Riter, of Buffalo: each will have 
a foot sheliand a length of 18 feet. This will 
give the boat a better power than that of any 
vessel nowon the lakes or in process of con- 
truction. Her screw will be 12 feet in diameter. 
The equipment of this steamer will be of the 
best throughout, and it is estimated that her 
cost will be about $200,000. She will have a 
capacity of about 2,500 netgons, or 90,000 bushels 
of corn. In general vonstruction this boat will be 
superior to the Unoka, receutly launched at 
Cleveland. 

The second boat bere on the stocks is an iron 
tug belonging to C. F. Dunbar. the Limekiin- 
Crossing contractor, who will use her in con- 
nection with his work in Detroit River. She is 
all in frame and partly plated,and will be out by 
the middie of April. Hef length is sixty-five 
feet over all, beam sixteen feet, and bold nine 
feet. She will have ao 14x22-inch cylinder en- 
gine, made by Sutton & Wood, and a Riter boil- 
er 7x12 feet, with steel fire-surface. The con- 
tract price for this tug is $12,000. 

In tue ola yard of the dry-dock company on 
Buffalo River, a large wooden steam-barge for 
James Ash and others, of this city, is rapidly 
nearing completion. is about finished in- 
side, and her planking is well underway. She 
has dimeusions as follows: Length of keel, 220 
feet; over all, 240 feet; beam, & feet 6 inches: 
hold, 18 feet. Her bull is diagonally strapped 
with iron, with a heavy chord running along the 
top. She is doubie-decked and will carry three 
spars. Her engine will be a Perry & Lay com- 
pound, manufactured by Trout, with an upper 
cylinder of twenty-four inches, a lower one of 
forty-four inches, and a stroke of forty-two 
inches.

GLADSTONE ON HOME RULE 


The Speech That Made 80 Much Ex- 
citemeut in England. 

Lonpon, Feb. 22.—Mr. Giadstone’s speech on 
Home-Hule is regarded in England as one of the 
most impurtant that has yet been made regard- 
ing Ireland in the British Parliament. 
tach great value,“ said Mr. Gladstone, to the 
eitension—perbaps, I snuuld say, to the estab- 
liehment—Ibear, bear}]—of the principles of 
local goverument in Ireland. We believe that 
one of the great evils under which Ireland 
lubors is the want of local administration and a 
more central system of authority. We believe 
that the state of Ireland never can be satisfac- 
tory until its people have acquired and learned 
by tradiuon and practice to exercise those 
powers of local government which were 
so beneficial in other portions of the 
Empire. Moreover, we believe that where the 
Irisu people had the opportunity within a limit- 
ed range of giving proof of their powers and 
qualities and capab.lities for local government, 
as they have done under the Poor Law acts, and 
through some other vhanneis, they have admin- 
istered as well, indeed. No one can doubt that 
or their perfect cupacity for such a duty, but 
this is speaking on the question of purely local 
administration. The motion of my honorubie 
friend embraces matters of wider scope. I Wien 
to point out to those henorabie gentiemen that 
neither they nor, so far as | know, Mr. Butt be- 
fore them, nor, so far as Ll know, Mr. O'Connell 
before him. ever distinctly explained in an in- 
tellizgible and practical form the manner in 
which the real knot of this question was to be 
untied. The principle on which they profess to 
proceed is that purely Irish matters are to be 
deait with by a purely Irisb authority, imperial 
matters to be left to the imperial autbority of a 
chamber in which Ireland is to be represented; 
but they have not told us by what authority it 
is to be determined which matters, taken c ne by 
one, are Irish and which matters are imperial.

STAR-ROUTE THIEVES. 


Indicted by Unanimous Action of the 
Grand Jury~—The Kingleaders Cuming 
te Grief. . 

By Telegraph to New York Tribune. 

Wasninotrosn, Feb. W.— The grand jury, 
whica bas had under consideration for several 
weeks the star-route cases, has voted indict- 
ments aguingt what is called the Dorsey 
combinavion. The essence of the charge against 
the star-route men is that of conspiracy, 
and in every one of the great conspiracies Gen. 
Brady is au essential factor. The Dorsey com- 
binauon, the Salisbury Combination, and the 
other great combinadons could only succeed in 
their designs against the Treasury through 
either his connivance or his inefficiency. The 
prosecution assumes and proposes to prove con- 
nivance, and thus itis that ne becomes a com- 
mon factor in all the great combinations making 
up what is called the star-route ring. 

The routes upon which the indictments have 
been obtained number nineteen or twenty. 
With them all the familiar processes were tol- 
lowed, The contractors bid low, and Gen. Brady 
raised the price high, meantime allowing the 
contractors to take their own time in beginning 
service. The nature of the operations is suf- 
ficiently indicated by the figures of the follow- 
ing routes: 
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On these twelve routes alone, therefore, the 
ann un pay was increased from 687552 to $.06,- 
188. J. Dorsey was contractor on four of 
those routes, and J. KR Miner and J. M. Peck ‘also 
on four each. S. W. Dorsey was sulj-contractor 
on two of them.

PASSED WITHOUT DEBATE. 


The House Disposes of an Important 
Bili—Thirty Additional Life-Saving 
Statious Voted For Uader a Suspen- 
sion of the Rules. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Mr. Cox's bill to pro- 
mote the efficiency pf tne life-saving service 
wus passed today in @e House under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. This bill provides for the es- 
tablishment of thirty additional life-saving sta- 
uons and six houses of refuge. Three of the 
new stations are to be in Maine, near Damaris- 
cotta Island, on Hunniwell's Beach, and near 
the entrance of Portland Harbor. One is to be 
placed near the entrance of Portsmouth Har- 
bor, New Hampshire. In Massachusetts there 
are to be six new i stations—one on 
Cape Ann, one between Oobasset and 
Scituate Harbors, one at Wood Ead, 
one on Cape Cod, and two in the neighborhood 
of Nantucket. in New Jersey there are to be 
two—one on Brigautine Beach and one on Sev- 
en-Mile Beach. Tuere are also to be one new 
Station near Lewes, De l., fiveon the coast be- 
tween Cape Henigpen and Cape Charles, three 
on the coast of North Carolina, and one in 
Texas, with six new houses of refuge on the 
east coast of Florida. Provision is made tor 
eight new stations on the coasts of Lake Michi- 
gun and Lake Superior. All district Superin- 
tendeuts are to be disbursing officers and pay- 
masters, and have the power and perform the 
duties of inspectors of Customs. Their sal- 
aries are to ve as “follows: In Maine 
and New Hampshire, $1,400; in Massachu- 
setts, $2,000; in Kaude Isiand and Long Island. 
$2,500; in New Jersey, the same; in the Dela- 
ware and Obesupeake Bays, $2,000; between 
Chesapeake Bay Cape Fear River, $2,500;

CHILIANS IN PERU. 


The Conqnerors Extending Their Hold 
— The Military Movemeats — Chilian 
Pesce Commissioners Betire in Die- 
gust—The Trescott Mission. 

Lima, Feb. 7.—It becomes more painfully evi- 
dent every day that Chili is determined to per- 
petuate ber rule in Peru—at least to secure it 
for several years to come. Her war transports 
ure busy running up and down the coast carry- 
ing detachwents of troops and custom-houwse 
officials to points where the Peruvian flag bas 
waved up to the present. Large reinforcements 
of men are being continually dispatched from 
Vaiparaiso for the headquarters at Lima, and 
the roads ivading to the interior are traveled by 
the Chilian soldiers marching over the bills and 
far away to establish garrisons at distant 
posts, driving the guerrillas or montofierus 
before them, and ostensibly carrying order and 
protection inscribed on their banners. Were 
this the cause nv ground of complaint could be 
found even by the prejudiced Peruvians. If the 
benefit of the country and the innucent coun- 
try people was the reui objeci of the conquerors 
all wuo are interested in peace and industry 
would hal their progress. But it isn’tso. In 
the first place, these movements are simply de- 
signed to extend the Chilian dumination and to 
lutorpose such obstactes between the Peruvian 
forves in the South and North as to render all 
concerted acdun impossible, and thus to pro- 
lou the disturved and almost acephaluus state 
of the Republte. Tuis, of course, is done in or- 
der to Lrevent active foreign interference, for 
the Chilmn aim is to do away with ail suadow 
of Peruvian government until they find the 
right man to sign the peace treaty ceding 
Turapaca to them. lu the peat place, these 
expedinens simpiy complete the rum of the 
uufortunate inbavitants of the traversed dis- 
tricts. Property of all kinds is seized aud ap-

sisting On an opportunity being given tu her to 
ay Or attemptito pay the wor ciaims of Chili 
tore her territory is partitioned off to the 
victor. The cable bas been silent — — Mr. 
Trescott and his proceedings in 8a! We 
are only aware of the fact that several coufer- 
ences have been beid between mai dmomat and 
the Chiiian Government, and are in the dark 
respecting the resuit. The Chiliap authorities 
here are ey ignorant, and trom the circum- 
stances of such au unusual reticence—tor for- 
meriy the wires were in constant action between 
Sentiago and Lima—it is suspected that the 
etfuris of Mr. Trescott have not met with 
such a favurabie response from the Gov- 
ernment of Cuili as was expected aud predicted. 
1 do not think that in the inception of the 
vegotiations the Chilian State Departweot was 
well informed as to the nature of Mr. Trescott's 
mission, and as his first step was probably to 
demand the liberation of the Peruvian Presi- 
deut Calderon, who was officially recognized by 
the United States, there may be sume besitancy 
in granting tae desire. The Com missioners, 
Messrs. Nuboa and Altamirano, sent up bere by 
the Cabinet at Santiago- to endeavor to make a 
peace, have determined that no one can be 
tound ready to do so on the terms prescribed by 
Cbili. Mr. Alfamirano bas gone back to San- 
tiago, and bis colleague proposes follow bim 
shortly. Overtures were made by the Chilians 
to Gen. La Puerta, woo was the coustitutionai 
ruler of Peru after Prado’s flight, and who was 
overturned by Piervia, to form a guverument 
under the auspices of the conquerors and to re- 
store peace to the unbappy couutry by acceding 
to the Chilian pretensions and to cede away the 
tiower of Peruvian possessions, the territory of 
Tarapaca. Gen. La Puerta very clearly and 
vigorously refused to have anything todo with 
such a scheme. 


EGYPT. 


The Ministry and the Controllers, 

Cairo, Feb. II.— The Moniteur Eyyptien pub- 
lishes tonight the decree setting forth the func- 
tions of the Chamber of Deputies. 

The decreo contains fifty articles. It vir- 
tually confers upon the Chamber unlimited 
powers, especially with regard to the examina- 
tion and revision of the budget. The Deputies 
are to be elected for five years, and are to be 
inviolabie. 

The President of the Council of Ministers has 
addressed a letter to the European Controllers 
General. in which he replies to their protest 
against the Ministerial program. The President 
of the Council states that it is not the intention 
ot the Government to modify the functions of 
or to interfere with the Controllers in the dis- 
charge of their duty. He makes a special point 
of ussuring the Controliers (at whatever the 
Ministry or the Chamber may do with regard to 
the Budget, they will be very careful te respect 
existing arrangements with regard to the public 


debt.
